Further amend the Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 1878 A - D - 1910 - 
to 1907. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: — 

5 1 . Subject to the approval of the Local Government Board, Power to 

Ireland, any urban council in Ireland may make byelaws with “[l^to make 
respect to the conduct and management of any abattoir provided byelaws as to 
by them, and may prohibit within the urban district the sale 
of any meat otherwise than subject to such regulations as to tricts. 

10 inspection and otherwise as may be fixed by the urban council 
in such byelaws. 

2. This Act shall be read and construed with the Public Title - 
Health (Ireland) Acts, and may be cited as the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1910.
